Mr*  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965. 

This  is  my  first  Annual  Report  for  I  commenced  duty  on 
16th  August,  1965,  and  much  of  the  years1  work  had  already  been 
done  before  my  arrival  by  Dr.  E.H.  Gordon  who  moved  to  the  post 
of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  neighbouring  district.  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Dr.  Gordon  for 
making  my  take-over  smooth  and  orderly  and  the  kindness  he  has 
shown  to  me  during  the  initial  period  of  settling  into  his  old 
post. 


The  Annual  Report  has  changed  this  year  in  that  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  submitted  his  own  Report.  This 
I  feel  is  correct  for  much  of  the  environmental  health  work  is 
his  own  responsibility  and  should  be  reported  by  him. 

Before  I  discuss  the  vital  statistics  of  the  urban 
district,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  figures  are  small 
and  even  wide  fluctuations  in  the  figures  may  not  be  statistically 
significant.  With  the  increasing  amount  of  private  development 
in  Lymm  and  a  fairly  rapid  increase  in  population,  it  will  be 
interesting  to  observe  the  change  in  vital  statistics  in  the 
next  few  years. 

The  Birth  rate  for  Lymm  is  similar  to  the  national 
average.  The  lower  stillbirth  rate  has  some  significance  when 
compared  with  the  rates  for  the  areas  served  by  the  Manchester 
and  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Boards  which  are  higher  than  the 
national  average. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  in  the  district  looks  frighten¬ 
ing  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  but  is 
not  significant  statistically. 

Approximately  every  twentieth  child  born  to  Lymm  residents 
is  illegitimate.  This  figure  compares  favourably  with  those 
from  the  surrounding  areas  and  England  and  Wales  and  is  little 
different  from  the  Lymm  figure  for  i960. 


The  Death  Rate  is  similar  to  the  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales*  It  can  he  seen  from  the  table  that  50%  of  Lyxnm 
inhabitants  live  over  the  age  of  74  years  and  74%  live  over 
the  age  of  64*  Coronary  Thrombosis  is  highest  on  the  list 
with  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis  a  close  second*  This 
is  a  pattern  which  has  not  changed  since  i960  and  closely 
follows  the  pattern  for  England  and  Wales* 

Late  in  the  year  the  Council  supxjorted  fluoridation  of 
the  water  supply.  This  has  become  a  very  controversial 
subject  on  which  many  wild  statements  have  been  made,  but  it 
is  my  considered  opinion  that  the  Council  have  acted  wisely  in 
this  matter* 

It  is  evident  from  the  large  number  of  new  houses  being 
built  in  Lyrnm  that  it  is  a  desirable  place  in  which  to  live  and 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants 
is  good  and  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  satisfactory. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  Hr*  Chairman  and  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  the  consideration  you  have  shown  me  in  the 
first  few  months  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  for  your 
encouragement  and  support.  Finally  I  would  like  to  thank 
Mr.  Burnip  for  his  advice  and  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Sucksmith 
and  Mrs.  Sidley  for  their  unfailing  guidance  and  co-operation.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY" 

In  this  area  the  Cheshire  County  Council  is  the  Local 
Health  Authority  and  the  Urban  District  with  the  Borough  of  Sale 
is  a  division  of  the  County  Health  Department,  and  details  of 
the  services  provided  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  which  is  attached  to  this  Report* 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

General  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  at  Altrincham 
and  Warrington  General  Hospitals  while  a  few  cases  of  a  special 
nature  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  Manchester* 

Infectious  Diseases  are  usually  accornmo dated  in  the 
Warrington  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


LABORATORY  SERVICES 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  specimens  are  collected  daily 
from  Altrincham  or  can  be  sent  by  post  in  suitable  containers. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  80  cases  of  Measles  and  1  case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified*  I  would  expect  the  number  of  cases  of 
Measles  to  be  much  less  in  1966* 


WATER  SUPPLY 

We  are  fortunate  in  this  area  to  have  a  more  than  adequate 
water  supply  and  all  houses  in  the  area  benefit  from  this.  Water 
pressure  is  good  and  several  minor  difficulties  in  the  past  have 
been  overcome* 

The  water  supply  to  the  district  comes  from  deep  boreholes 
within  the  urban  district  and  37  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year.  Many  other  samples  of  water  from  these  boreholes  are 
taken  outside  the  district. 
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The  water  supply  is  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Warrington  who  regularly  send  results  of  water 
sampling  to  Lyrnm  Urban  District  Council.  All  water  samples 
were  satisfactory  bacteriologically,  but  water  from  deep  bore¬ 
holes  is  usually  very  hard  and  the  water  supplied  to  Lyrnm  is  no 
exception*  Despite  a  water  softening  process  the  water  can 
still  be  classified  as  hard  which  is  important  from  a  domestic 
point  of  view*

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  Ending 
31st  December,  1963. 


Mr*  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Report  of  the  working  of  my  department 
during  1965,  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr*  R*  Stalker  for  agreeing 
the  new  pattern  of  the  Report  for  what  was  my  17th  year  of 
service  with  the  Lyrnm  Urban  District  Council* 

During  these  years  Lymmt s  population  has  increased  from 
6,300  to  8,100  and  the  number  of  houses  from  1,987  to  3>004 
which  together  with  new  legislation,  the  latest  of  which  was 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963?  which 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1963*  has  increased 
the  volume  of  work. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  continued  during  the  year 
with  further  Closing  Orders,  Demolition  Orders  and  actual 
Demolition  of  property  amd  notices  were  served  for  repairs  to 
existing  houses* 

The  help  of  the  Committee  and  past  Commit  ties  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  slum  clearance  programme  to  be  so  far 
advanced,  that  it  could  be  completed  within  the  next  few  years. 

My  appointment  as  you  are  aware  includes  the  duties  of 
Housing  Manager  and  Building  Inspector,  but  this  report  is 
purely  on  my  work  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 

May  I  thank  the  Committee  and  the  Chairman  in  particular 
for  their  consideration  during  the  year  and  Mrs.  I.  Sidley,  my 
Clerk/ Typist  for  the  manner  in  which  she  has  carried  out  her 
duties.

POOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  various  food  premises 
in  the  district :-

Pood  hygiene  is  of  paramount  importance  and  I  cannot 
emphasise  too  much  the  part  that  the  housewife  can  play  in 
assisting  the  department  during  her  daily  shopping.  Complaints 
made  at  the  time  of  purchase  by  the  customer  of  unhygienic 
methods  or  habits  can  achieve  greater  results  than  a  visit  made 
by  myself  at  some  later  date. 


ICE-CREAM 


There  are  42  premises  in  the  area  now  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream.  In  all  cases  the  ice-cream  is  pre-packed 
and  sold  under  satisfactory  conditions. 
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REFUSE  GO  ELECTION 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor!  s 
Department*  The  collection  results  in  bins  being  emptied 
approximately  every  seventh  working  day,  which  is  just  about 
adequate  under  present  day  conditions# 

Staff  difficulties  have  been  experienced  and  I  think 
credit  is  due  to  the  existing  team  that  the  service  has  been 
maintained  at  the  'present  level* 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  by  tipping  on  the 
land  previously  used  for  sewage  treatment  in  Statham.  The 
tipping  is  not  carried  out  strictly  in  accordance  with  controlled 
tipping  methods,  but  a  constant  watch  is  kept  for  any  vermin  or 
insect  infestation  and  prompt  treatment  given*  Owing  to  the 
tip  being  well  removed  from  all  dv/ellings  there  are  a  minimum 
of  objections* 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION 

The  work  of  conversion  to  water  carriage  system  wherever 
possible  has  continued  with  the  result  that  there  are  now  only 
14  pail  closets.  This  in  an  area  so  rural  in  character  as 
Lymm  is,  in  my  opinion,  very  commendable* 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

During  the  year  the  Public  Conveniences  in  The  Village 
were  fitted  with  hand  washing  facilities  which  are  free  of  charge 
and  I  am  £)leased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  public  have  treated 
these  machines  with  respect  and  the  damage  has  been  minimal# 

The  work  of  keeping  the  public  conveniences  clean  is 
undertaken  by  the  Surveyor1  s  Department  and  this  task  is  made 
more  difficult  owing  to  an  irresponsible  section  of  the 
community  who  leave  the  conveniences  in  an  unsatisfactory  state# 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  now  dealt  with  at  a  modern 
sewage  works  under  the  management  of  Mr.  B.  Parsonage,  v/orking 
under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor.  The  works  are  mechanically 
sound  and  working  well  and  by  use  of  Aluminium  Chlorohydrate  the 
drying  of  sludge  has  been  speeded  up  and  the  surface  area  reduced. 
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CLEAN  AIR 

There  has  been  no  action  to  declare  Smoke  Control  Areas, 
hut  all  post  war  Council  Houses  were  fitted  with  approved 
appliances  so  that  at  any  time  the  occupants  can  hum  smokeless 
fuel.  The  private  developers  during  the  year,  whilst  fitting 
open  fires,  have  in  the  majority  of  instances  provided  central 
heating  which  is  all  moving  towards  the  lesser  emrnission  of 
smoke* 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  Slum  Clearance  programme  has  continued  satisfactorily. 
All  the  areas  now  having  heen  dealt  with  leaving  only  a  small 
number  of  individually  unfit  houses  to  he  dealt  with.  A 
number  of  cottages  have  heen  saved  by  becoming  owner/occupied 
rather  than  rented  and  sufficient  money  being  spent  on  repairs 
and  modernisation* 


HO US INC  REPAIRS 

Six  Preliminary  Notices  and  Five  Statutory  Notices  were 
served  following  complaints  received  from  householders  and  this

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  DWELLINGS  -  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959

and  one  granted*  There  were  24  applications  for  standard 
grants  all  of  which  were  completed  and  the  grants  paid.

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
during  the  year. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

For  this  service  I  have  the  assistance  of  a  part-time 
rodent  operative,  Mr,  J  G-oulden,  who  has  carried  out  his 
duties  with  zeal  and  diligence.  During  the  year  he  has 
carried  out  treatment  as  follows

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff,  the  Committee  agreed  to  allow 
the  routine  sewer  treatment  to  be  done  by  external  labour. 

This  was  arranged  and  successfully  carried  out  by  a  specialist 
firm  with  very  satisfactory  results. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS 


The  only  type  of  insect  pest  experienced  during  the  year 
in  houses  were  ants  and  cockroaches  and  these  were  successfully 
dealt  with. 

Considerable  nuisance  was  occassioned  during  the  year  by 
reason  of  wasps  nests  and  whenever  complaints  were  received,  the 
rodent  oxjerative  treated  the  nests  with  insecticide  with  100% 
success. 


The  mixture  of  domestic  premises  and  numerous  agricultural 
pursuits  in  the  area  which  is,  although  designated  Urban  very 
Rural  in  character,  results  in  complaints  about  flies.  This 
causes  continual  concern  which  can  only  be  met  by  persuading  as 
much  as  possible  the  occupants  to  spray  as  and  when  necessary 
and  to  assist  the  householders  as  much  as  possible  with  their 
own  problem  of  eradicating  the  fly  population.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  work  carried 
out  in  the  Sale  and  Lymm  division  during  the  year  1965. 

This  is  my  first  annual  report  for  I  succeeded  Dr.  E.  H.  Gordon  in 
August  1965  when  he  moved  to  the  Altrincham  division  and  I  would  like  to 
thank  him  for  leaving  an  efficient  and  orderly  department  and  helping  me 
in  every  way  to  settle  down. 


He  were  fortunate  in  Sale  to  have  3  purpose  built  clinics  established 
and  working  and  one  which  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  is  now  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a  busy,  well  attended  centre. 

The  clinic  premises  in  Lymm  are  less  satisfactory  as  tne  one  at  Eagle  Brow 
is  a  converted  public  house  and  the  one  at  Heatley  was  held  in  the  "Women's 
Institute  hut.  Plans  are  already  being  made  to  build  new  clinic  premises 
nearer  the  centre  of  Lymm  village  and  the  clinic  at  Heatley  is  now  held  in 
the  Methodist  Church  where  the  accommodation  is  better  than  the  ’Women's 
Institute  hut  across  the  road.  The  decision  to  move  the  clinic  was  taken  with 
reluctance  for  the  members  of  the  institute  had  always  taken  a  keen  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  clinic  and  hod  helped  in  many  ways.  The  division  is  well 
served  by  women's  voluntary  organisations  and  voluntary  help  in  the  clinics 
has  given  a  valuable  service  for  which  tho  staff  in  the  division  is  very 
grateful. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  plans  were  boing  made  to  held  a  clinic  for  taking 
cervical  smears  to  detect  tho  onset  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb;  after 
the  initial  rush  of  requests  have  been  dealt  with  consideration  will  need  to  bc- 
given  as  to  the  means  of  encouraging  all  women  (especially  those  in  priority 
groups)  to  have  this  simple  and  painless  check.  The  number  of  tests  done  in 
this  clinic  is  limited  by  laboratory  facilities  and  as  these  expand  the  service 
in  the  division  will  follow  suit.  Cervical  smears  are  also  done  at  the  Family 
Planning  Clinic  which  holds  a  busy  weekly  session  at  Chapel  Road  clinic,  except 
during  the  month  of  August. 


The  county  co  mcil  is  keen  to  establish  a  club  for  handicapped  persons 
in  all  areas  and  in  1966  I  shall  be  assessing  the  need  for  such  a  club  or 


other  facilities  in  the  division.  The  county  council  is  also  anxious  to  start 
Health  Advisory  Clinics  for  the  elderly  in  all  areas  and  though  this  division 
has  adequate  clinic  facilities  and  several  well  attended  clubs  for  elderly 
persons  which  could  encourage  persons  to  attend  such  clinics  the  project  has 
never  started  due  to  lack  of  medical  staff  to  carry  out  these  examinations  for 
general  practitioners  in  the  area  are  already  overworked  and  doctors  available 
for  part  time  work  have  more  interest  and  experience  in  paediatrics  than 
geriatrics. 
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During  the  last  feu  months  of  the  year  the  onset  of  colder  weather 
heralded  a  crisis  in  geriatric  accommodation  in  both  hospital  and  welfare 
homes.  I  feel  this  could  be  avoided  to  some  extent  by  closer  supervision 
of  the  elderly  in  the  community  and  improving  the  heating  arrangements  in 
their  homes. 


An  interesting  addition  to  the  report  this  year  is  a  summary  cf  the 
work  done  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Service  which  has  been  compiled  by  the 
Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  This  service  though  based  in  hashway  Mo ad, 
Sale  covers  a  much  larger  area  than  the  division. 


Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  you  ilr.  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  the  consideration  shown  to  me  in  the  first  few  months  after 
tailing  up  my  post  and  also  to  thank  Mr.  Bertram  Finch,  Clerk  to  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  and  Mr.  V.  hi 11 son,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Divisional 
Health  Department  for  all  their  help  and  guidance.

Attendances  at  these  clinics  have  shown  a  steady  decline  over  the  past 
4  years.  Women  attending  the  clinics  are  usually  having  their  second,  third 
or  fourth  baby  and  wish  to  have  a  hone  confinement.  Relaxation  classes  are 
held  by  a  physiotherapist,  iiore  than  70^  of  babies  born  to  Sale  residents 
are  born  in  hospital  and  Aslit  on-on-Her  s  ey  maternity  hospital  runs  its  own 
ante-natal  clinics  and  relaxati  n  classes.

(b)  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

These  clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended  and  prove  to  be  of  inestimable 
value  particularly  to  the  mother  with  her  first  baby.  Health  visitors  test 
all  babies  for  the  presence  of  phenylketonuria  and  if  this  defect  is  discovered 
treatment  by  diet  can  then  be  commenced  to  prevent  the  child  becoming  severely 
subnormal.  Though  the  possibility  of  finding  phenylketonuria  is  likely  to 
arise  only  about  once  in  6  -  7  years  in  the  division,  the  test  is  simple  and 
cheap  and  is  worthwhile  if  it  prevents  mental  defect  in  a  child. 

Babies  are  also  screened  for  hearing  defects  at  8  -  9  months  by  health 
visitors. 

The  new  cases  attending  the  clinics  are  fever  than  in  1964  and  the 
attendance  figures  for  children  under  two  years  of  age  are  less  though  the 
clinic  at  Sale  Moor  shows  a  steady  increase,  With  the  increased  housing 
development-  at  Lymm  a  close  watch  is  being  kept  on  the  attendance  figures  at 
Heatley  olinic  in  1966, 

There  has  been  an  increased  attendance  at  toddlers’  clinics  where  young 
children  are  examined,  stages  of  development  noted  and  minor  defects  corrected. 
Need  for  special  schooling  can  also  be  assessed  at  this  clinic.  As  15  per  cent 
of  school  entrants  have  some  physical  defect  promotion  of  health  in  the  toddler 
is  an  important  function  of  these  clinics.

An  ophthalmologist  attends  weekly  at  Chapel  Road,  Lymm  and  Headway  where 
visual  defects,  particularly  squints,  can  have  ear  iy  treatment . 

All  clinics  with  the  exception  of  Sale  Moor  have  well  equipped  dental 
suites  but  the  new  clinic  under  construction  at  Sale  Moor  will  also  have  this 
facility.  Dental  decay  in  young  children  shows  no  signs  of  improvement  and 
though  the  3orough  Council  and  the  Urban  District  Council  have  wisely 
supported  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supplies,  only  Lynm  is  likely 
to  have  the  water  supply  fluoridated  in  the  next  few  years.  Sale  receives 
water  from  Manchester  Corporation  who  have  not  yet  approved  of  this  measure.

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DAY  NURSERY 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  day  nursery  in  the  division  for  it  enables 
mothers  who  have  to  go  out  to  work  to  do  so  knowing  their  young  children  are 
being  well  cared  for.  It  is  useful  also  in  helping  children  with  mild 
behaviour  problems  and  in  some  cases  physical  disabilities.  There  are  also 
5  private  ..ay  nurseries  in  Sale-  two  of  these  cater  for  children  in  the 
mornings  only.  The  other  three  which  can  take  a  total  of  77  children  are  open 
all  day. 

The  county  day  nursery  building  has  long  utlived  its  expected  life  and 
needs  fairly  extensive  alterations  particularly  to  the  heating  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  financial  year  1966  -  67  these  alterations  will  be  done  and 
enable  it  to  carry  on  satisf o,ctorily  until  a  new  one  is  provided.  The  day 
nursery  continues  to  have  two  student  nursery  nurses  who  are  taking  the  2  year 
course  for  the  N.N.E.B.  certificate. 

Figures  for  attendance  are  increased  from  last  year,  but  this  is  due  to  a 
lesser  incidence  of  infectious  disease.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


The  figures  for  the  midwifery  service  show  that  the  number  of  babies 

born  at  home  in  Sale  and  Lymm  are  getting  fewer  each  year  and  a  great  many 

cases  attended  by  the  district  midwife  arc  early  hospital  discharges.  This 
pattern  of  delivery  in  hospital  and  early  discharge  looks  like  continuing  for 
several  years. 

The  midwives  are  professionally  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
but  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  is  responsible  for  maintaining  their 
accommodation.  The  Divisional  Health  Office  also  acts  as  a  centre  for  the 
reception  and  distribution  of  messages.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


This  valuable  service  has  had  an  increased  load  of  work  in  1965,  for 
not  only  have  the  number  of  visits  increased  but  the  type  of  work  is 
changing.  The  increase  in  the  older  members  of  the  community  means  more 
nursing  at  home,  some  old  people  depending  on  the  services  of  the  district 
nurse  for  a  bath.  Geriatric  nursing  is  heavy  work  o,nd  demands  for  this 
service  will  probably  increase  steadily  for  the  next  few  years. 


One  of  the  district  nurses  in  Lymm  lives  in  a  house  owned  by  the 
county  council.  Others  live  in  their  own  homes  or  in  accommodation 
rented  by  the  county  council  from  the  district  councils.  County  cars  are 
provided  where  necessary  and  maintained  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee.  In  order  to  save  the  time  of  the  general  practitioners  in 
Sale,  messages  are  received  by  the  Divisional  Office,  sorted  and  passed 
to  the  appropriate  nurses  each  mid-day.

The  immunisation  and  vaccinati  m  programme  for  children  in  Cheshire 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  is  as  follows

(a)  3-6  months  — 


three  doses  of  triple  antigen  (diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus)  at  intervals  of  4  -  6  weeks 
between  each  dose. 


(b)  7-11  months  - 


three  doses  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  with  an 
interval  of  4  -  8  weeks  between  each  dose. 


(c)  During  second  year  vaccination  against  smallpox* 


(d)  Booster  doses  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  at  school  en 

(e)  8-12  years  —  Revaccination  against  smallpox  an  booster  dose  of 

diphtheria  and  tetnus  prophylactic. 

(f)  12  -  14  years  -  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  if  required. 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Blackburn  again  stressed 
the  need  to  maintain  a  high  level  of  immunity  in  the  population  and  those  who 
have  been  vaccinated  against  the  disease  should  in  the  light  of  present  day 
knowledge  have  a  booster  cose  every  5  years.  The  vaccine  is  taken  orally  and 
should  not  be  a  deterrent  to  seeking  a  high  level  of  protection.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  Ministry  were  considering  the  administration  of  oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  at  the  same  time  as  the  triple  antigen.  This  would 
simplify  the  procedure  considerably. 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  clinics  are  held  in  Chapel  Road  dinar.  e.nd 
Bodmin  Road  clinic  in  Sale  and  at  the  Eagle  Brow  clinic  in  Lymm.  General 
practitioners  in  the  division  are  conscientious  in  giving  vaccinations  and 
imrnuni sat ions  and  a  large  percentage  of  the  prophylactics  are  administered 
by  them.  The  figures  show  a  slight  increase  from  1964.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This.  is  a  most  valuable  service  which  is  mainly  used  by  the  elderly. 

Home  helps  do  many  of  the  chores  that  older  people  are  unable  to  do  thus 
helping  them  to  live  comfortably  in  their  own  home.  Many  elderly  persons 
live  in  houses  which  are  far  too  large  for  their  needs  and  difficult  to 
manage  but  are  naturally  reluctant  to  leave  their  familiar  surroundings . 

The  home  help’s  work  is  usually  arduous  and  the  pay  can  often  be  bettered 
locally  for  similar  work  but  they  enjoy  their  work  and  get  a  great  deal  of 
satisfaction  from  doing  a  worthwhile  job.  Due  to  a  shortage  of  home  helps 
several  needy  cases  could  perhaps  have  used  a  little  more  help,  but  by 
improving  the  conditions  and  mobility  of  the  service  the  County  Council 
hopes  to.  improve  recruitment  of  women  and  the  amount  of  help  given. 

The  amount  of  help  given  has  increased  from  1964  and  I  feel  safe  in 
forecasting  a  steady  increase  in  demand  for  this  service.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  for  the  area  is  based  at  Broadheath  in  Altrincham 
and  during  the  year  committee  members  have  felt  that  when  an  ambulance  is 
needed  urgently  delays  will  occur  due  to  the  density  of  traffic  on  bash way 
Road.  It  has  however  been  pointed  out  that  ambulances  are  constantly  passing 
through  Sale  and  are  radio  controlled,  and  tile  average  time  taken  to  answer  an 
emergency  call  is  in  the  region  of  10  minutes  from  the  receipt  of  the  call 
to  the  ambulance  arriving  on  the  scene.  I  feel  it  would  be  impracticable  and 
costly  to  station  an  ambulance  in  Sale  even  for  limited  periods  during  the  day. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  County  Health  sorvhos 
and  to  be  successful,  can  best  be  done  by  instruction  of  small  groups  or  in  the 
home.  Health  visitors  give  instruction  in  the  home  and  in  the  clinics  and  have 
arranged  eye-catching  displays  during  the  year  on  different  subjects,  such  as 
infant  feeding,  safe  toys  and  infants’  and  children’s  clothing.  The  staff  of 
the  health  department  have  the  o  jporhunity  to  give  instruction  on  health 
education  when  invited  to  give  talks  to  rlifforoia  organisation*  in  the  aroa,

HANDICAPPED  PERSONS 

(a)  Holidays 

The  local  health  authority  can  send  persons  for  a  convalescent  holiday 
if  it  is  considered  necessary,  and  pay  all  or  part  of  the  cost,  9  persons 
including  4  handicapped  were  sent  from  this  division  to  convalescent  homes 
run  by  voluntary  organisations  during  the  year, 

(b)  Car  Badges 

These  were  issued  to  14  persons  during  the  year, 

(c)  Adaptations  to  premises 

Very  often  simple  adaptations  to  the  home  of  a  handicapped  person  can 
enable  them  to  live  more  independently.  Sometimes  adaptations  necessitate 
widening  doors  and  more  complicated  structural  work.  Four  persons  during  the 
year  received  financial  help  towards  the  cost  of  alterations  to  their  home, 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  following  account  of  the  County  Mental  Health  Services  within  the 
Sale,  Altrincham  and  Knutsford  Area  is  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

The  Local  Authority  Mental  Health  Service  is  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Health  Committee  through  its  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee, 

Mental  Welfare  Officers,  who  are  the  field  workers  in  this  service,  cover 
the  area,  each  under  the  direction  of  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  These 
officers  arrange  admission,  when  necessary,  to  specialised  hospitals  for 
the  mentally  disordered,  and  follow  ux>  such  patients  after  their  discharge  from 
hospital  and  help  them  to  adjust  themselves  on  their  return  to  home  and 
employment.  The  work  has  so  increased  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
appoint  two  additional  officers  to  the  Department  during  the  year  and  the 
establishment  for  the  Area  Is  now  1  Area  Mental  Telfare  Officer  (male)  and  4 
male  and  1  female  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

Many  sub-normal  persons  who  are  not  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  live  at 
home  and  attend  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Training  Centres.  These  are  of 
two  types 

(a)  Junior  Training  Centre  for  persons  from  5  -  16  years  of  age. 

(b)  Adult  Training  Centre  for  persons  from  16  years  upwards.

The  Junior  Training  Centre,  situate  in  Navigation  Road,  Altrincham,  follows 
a  routine  similar  to  a  school  (the  main  difference  being  that  academic  subjects 
are  not  taught)  and  has  been  open  since  1954, 
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The  Adult  Training  'Centre,  situate  in  Albert  Place,  Dunham  Road, 

Altrincham,  was  opened  in  September,  1964  and  in  addition  to  social  and  physical 
training  undertakes  work  for  industry  on  a  contract  basis. 

The  County  Welfare  Committee  (as  agents  for  the  County  Health  Committee) 
has  an  extensive  programme  of  hostel  accommodation  for  mentally  ill  and 
mentally  sub-normal  persons,  for  whom  it  is  difficult  to  care  at  home, 
and  for  whom  hosj>ital  treatment  is  unnecessary.

The  officers  of  the  department  have  attended  Clinical  Sessions  and  Case 
Conferences  and  the  number  of  attendances  made  in  each  case  were  279  and  115 
respectively.

134  patients  were  conveyed  to  Clinics  for  treatment  during  the  year. 
Co-operation  with  Doctors 

In  212  cases  general  practioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists  were 
accompanied  by  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  examination  of  joatients.  368 
social  and  case  histories  were  obtained  by  the  partment  for  the  use  of 
consultants  etc. 

Home  visits 


237  visits  to  patients’  homes  were  made  whilst  they  were  i.n  hospital. 

1630  visits  were  made  to  investigate  miscellaneous  matters  concerning  various 
patients. 

Domiciliary  supervision 

Domiciliary  supervision  of  sub-normal  and  severely  sub-normal  patients  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  community  and  in  this  respect  578  visits  were  made. 

79  visits  were  made  to  patients  whilst  in  hospital. 
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172  consultations  with  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  wore  made  for  the  benefit 
of  patients. 

63  consultations  with  other  Agencies  (o.g,  Min.  of  Lab.  Probation  Service 
etc)  were  made.
